The enumeration of children of school age in Sept., 1906, 
gave 95 boys and 105 girls. 

The new school rooms on Union St. have been a source of 
pleasure to the pupils at the Plain but we hope they may be 
able and desirous of doing more and better work the coming 
yeare 

As usual, we have had good schools and some not so good. 
The poorer ones by’no means always signifying poor teachers 
but sometimes simply a failure of teacher, pupils, and parents 
to understand each other and the seriousness of their relations 
to one another. On the whole, however, we feel confident 
that our schools will compare very favorably with those of 
other years. 

If Lyme wishes number one schools there is no question 
that we must advance the teacher’s wages still further to be 
sure of trained and practical instructors. , 

Again we wish to call attention to the large number of 
tardy marks. If parents could realize the injury to the 
children, as well as to the schools, by absences we feel sure 
they would insist on there being less of them. 

We present in tabulated form much information for those 
who are interested. School No. 4 is omitted because the 
register has not yet been returned and the printer cannot 
wait.
